CPA officer 
could handle 
procurement 

City Council more amenable to 
add-on job than mayor’s 
original full-time hire proposal

Mayor Richard Cohen has designated a town 
employee as the chief procurement officer and has 
placed the new position in the fiscal 2016 budget. 

Under his spending plan presented Monday 
night, the $52,197 position would be filled by cur¬ 
rent Community Preservation Act Administrator 
Jennifer Bonfiglio, whom Cohen identified as the 
only person currently employed by the town with 
the right state certification for the job. 

State law mandates that every town designate a 
procurement officer — a person with certified ex¬ 
pertise in the public bidding process and munici¬ 
pal purchasing law — but two previous attempts 
at establishing a full-time procurement officer 
failed to pass the City Council. 

After much discussion the second time the or¬ 
dinance was brought up, the council advised Co¬ 
hen to put the position in the budget rather than 
go through the legislative process. 

No councilors raised objections to the position 
being established, but Councilor Robert Rossi ex¬ 
pressed concern with how it would be funded. 

The majority of the funding, $40,000, will come 
from the water and wastewater enterprise funds, 
the mayor said. The remaining cost will come from 
the mayor’s administrative fund and the Commu¬ 
nity Preservation Act administrative fund. 

Rossi said it would be more appropriate for the 
$40,000 to come from the Department of Public 
Works budget. 

“I don’t think the salary should be paid for just 
by the sewer and water users,” said Rossi. “It should

Turtie search in town trains utiiity crews

Before they raise the poles for a new 
or repaired transmission line, before they 
string the wires, before they rig the trans¬ 
formers, Eversource looks for turtles. 

“Every day, we’re doing work in a prior¬ 
ity habitat, an area that’s known for turtles,” 
said Brian Benito, Eversource’s senior envi¬ 
ronmental specialist, at a training event 
called “Turtle Palooza,” held last Friday on 
an Eversource right-of-way in Agawam. 

Officials from the state Department of 
Fisheries and Wildlife conducted a class¬ 
room session in the morning. For an hour 
in the afternoon, about 80 MassWildlife 
officials, Eversource employees and utility 
contractors fanned out below the Agawam 
power line, putting their turtle-searching 
skills to work. 

It turns out that the empty notches that 
utility companies cut through the forest are 
not so empty, after all. 

“There are a lot of rare plants that are 
found in rights-of-way,” noted Jesse Led- 
dick, endangered species review biologist 
with MassWildlife. 

Power companies also have to look out 
for state- and federally protected insects 
and birds, Leddick added. And then there 
are the turtles, several species of which are 
“endangered,” “threatened” or a “special 
concern” on state and federal lists. 

Often the company will have to certify, 
as a condition of its building permit, that 
no protected turtles are being harmed by 
power line construction and maintenance. 
That means walking the worksite every 
morning, said Benito. For multi-day jobs, it 
might mean setting up fences to keep tur¬ 
tles out of the site, and walking the perim¬ 
eter each day to make sure the fence hasn’t 
been breached. 

Even when not ordered, “we’ll do it just 
a a best management practice, so we do it a 
lot,” Benito added. 

Turtles burrow in the brush and remain 
largely inactive through the winter months, 
but come out for the spring. Utility rights- 
of-way can be particularly attractive, offer¬ 
ing both open land to bask in the sun and 
forested land for the winter and for shade. 
Turtles are also attracted to sandy earth 
and wetlands. 

In an hour of searching over a couple 
acres of land, the Turtle Palooza partici¬ 
pants found about 10 turtles, mostly East¬ 
ern box turtles — a protected “species of

Western Massachusetts Electric Co., has 
held Turtle Palooza annually for several 
years at various locations around New Eng¬ 
land. Last year’s training was in Bourne, 
Mass., Poirot said. 

Eversource is responsible for more than 
600 miles of utility rights-of-way in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Poirot said, including several 
lines crossing Agawam. Both he and the 
MassWildlife officials asked that the exact 
location of this year’s Turtle Palooza not be 
identified, to protect the threatened and 
endangered species from being targeted by 
private hunters.

special concern” in Massa¬ 
chusetts. They also found 
one spotted turtle, consid¬ 
ered to be more common, 
but also illegal to possess 
without a permit. 

Other turtle species found 
in Western Massachusetts in¬ 
clude the endangered bog turtle; 
the “species of special concern” 
wood turtle; the red-eared slider, a 
non-native invasive species formerly sold 
in pet shops; and three relatively common 
species, the Eastern musk turtle, painted 
turtle and snapping turtle. 

Julia Fiske, of J.M. Fiske Environmental 
of Shelburne, Mass., participated in Turtle 
Palooza with her “turtle-sniffing dog,” Bella. 
She often works with Eversource and other 
utility companies on wetlands and habitat 
protection. 

She acknowledged that the construc¬ 
tion contractors sometimes start a project 
skeptical of the need for certain environ¬ 
mental protections, but when workers find 
a rare species, they get just as excited as a 
biologist.

Hike shows CCC heritage 
in Robinson State Park

Seventy-five years ago, a small army was 
camped on the outskirts of Agawam. 

They called themselves civilians, but 
they slept in barracks, wore uniforms, sub¬ 
jected their daily life to a firmly regimented 
schedule, and transformed both themselves 
and the land they occupied. 

That army was the Civilian Conserva¬ 
tion Corps: A public works project, a jobs 
program, an educational camp, and — in 
hindsight — a preparation for the mass 
mobilization to come in World War II. That 
land, one of many Massachusetts proper¬ 
ties that housed the CCC, was Robinson 
State Park. Evidence of the CCC’s work in 
Agawam, from 1933 to the mid-1940s, is 
still easy to find. 

Perhaps the two most obvious remnants 
are the pavilions, including a western pa¬ 
vilion that’s still standing even though it’s 
been closed for 20 years. 

“They had very exacting standards,” said 
Gini Traub, who gave a presentation about 
the CCC and led a hike through Robinson 
State Park last Saturday morning. “What 
they were building was intended to be per¬ 
manent.” 

Other relics of the CCC include concrete 
and fieldstone water bubblers, still stand¬ 
ing even after the water was shut off years 
ago; dams and culverts along the brooks; 
and the trail network. 

Traub, regional environmental educa¬ 
tion coordinator for the state Department 
of Conservation and Recreation, explained 
how President Franklin Roosevelt created 
the CCC as a response to the Great Depres¬ 
sion, an effort to give jobs to young men 
(the workers were all men) and carry out 
public works projects such as Rood con¬ 
trol and road building. CCC recruits lived 
on-site in temporary barracks, working, 
playing and eating communally. They were 
required to send the majority of their sal¬ 
ary back home to their families. It wasn’t all 
work — the CCC camps had a rich cultural 
life, and the corps provided job training 
and education. 

“It was a comprehensive program that 
took care of all their needs,” Traub said. 

In Agawam, the CCC camp transformed 
a would-be factory plot into a state park. 
Though Robinson State Park may appear to 
be a pristine nature preserve, a wooded riv¬ 
erfront that somehow managed to escape 
the impacts of agriculture and industry, it 
didn’t look like that 100 years ago. 

“This was a managed landscape, used by 
humans for a long time,” Traub said. 

Before the 1930s, there was nothing spe¬ 
cial to distinguish the land on the north 
side of Agawam, and it was probably used 
for farming or grazing, like the rest of the 
town. Much of it would have been cleared 
of trees. 

A man named John Robinson acquired 
the land as a speculation, hoping to use

it — and the neighboring Westfield River 
— for industry. The Great Depression in¬ 
tervened, and when Robinson found no 
prospective buyers for his land, he gave it 
to the state as a natural park. 

Among other improvements, the CCC 
had to reforest the land. The native pine 
trees in Agawam are white pines, Traub 
said; the several red pines and Norway 
spruce at Robinson were planted by the 
CCC. 

Other nearby state forests shaped by 
the Civilian Conservation Corps include 
Chicopee Memorial State Forest in Chicop¬ 
ee Falls, Mount Tom State Reservation in 
Holyoke, and Chester-Blandford, Granville, 
Sandisfield, Otis and Tolland state forests, 
among others. 

Traub’s presentation was part of “War 
and Peace,” a series of historical programs 
at Massachusetts state parks in the month 
of May. 

Another ‘war and 
peace’ hike Oct. 30 

OTIS — Several historical events are planned 
for state parks across Massachusetts in the com¬ 
ing two weeks. The only one remaining in the 
western half of Greater Springfield is at 10 a.m. 
Saturday, Oct. 30, in Otis State Forest. 

The walk, “Redcoats, Hessians and Artillery on 
the Great Road,” will follow one mile of the Great 
Road, an 18th century route through the Berk- 
shires. Local militias and crown troops trod this 
path, including Henry Knox’s artillery from Ticon- 
deroga to Boston in 1776, and British and Hessian 
prisoners of war from General Burgoyne’s defeat at 
Saratoga in 1777. The walk begins at the dam of 
Upper Spectacle Pond in Otis State Forest on Webb 
Road in Otis. It includes the cellar hole of the Con¬ 
tinental Tavern. The program lasts two hours; bring 
sturdy footwear, water, sunscreen and bug spray.

Golf course future looks bright 

Manager touts new lights, higher revenues, donated sign

The Agawam Municipal Golf Course is 
doing much better in 2015 — both looking 
better and earning more money, according 
to the course’s general manager. 

On Monday night, Tony Roberto told 
the City Council that the revenues for April 
were up by 90 percent over April 2014. 

“We are really happy with the way the 
golf course is progressing,” said Roberto. 
“We have been having a lot of weekdays 
that are as busy on the weekends.” 

He said the course’s image has been 
boosted with the recent addition of lights 
for the parking lots and repairs to certain 
greens and fairways. 

The Agawam City Council also recently 
accepted a gift by longtime member Ron¬ 
ald Waite. 

Waite has been in the sign-making busi¬ 
ness for many years, and offered to create 
and donate a new sign for the course. The 
sign will be installed at the course entrance 
on Southwick Street in Feeding Hills. 

“Let’s face it, the sign that is there now 
is old and fading,” said Roberto. “It is not a 
good first impression for people who drive 
by our course. We are getting a great dona¬ 
tion from a generous member. Ron spends 
at least five days a week here golfing and 
he approached me about donating a sign. 
It would have cost us about $4,800 to get a 
sign on our own.” 

Roberto said the sign could be up at the 
golf course in about two weeks. He also 
said there will be lights installed shining up 


at the sign to highlight it. 

“I think it will really help with the en¬ 
trance to the course and attract people,” 
said Roberto. 

Because the golf course is an enterprise 
fund, its budget is determined by the rev¬ 
enues from the previous fiscal year. The fis¬ 
cal 2016 budget, to cover the year beginning 
this July 1, is projected at $552,423. Council 
President Christopher Johnson suggested 
the budget could be increased depending 
on how the May and June 2015 revenues 
turn out. He asked for new figures to be 
sent to the council at the end of May. 

Any surplus funds collected in the final 
three months of fiscal 2015 may not stay 
with the golf course, however. 

Councilor Gina Letellier reminded the 
rest of the council that the enterprise fund 
owes the town money for funding the pur¬ 
chase of golf carts last year. A stipulation 
was added to the resolution saying the free 
cash funds should be paid back. 

Councilor Joseph Mineo had comments 
about the advertising budget, saying there 
should be more funding for that line item. 

“You have to spend money to make 
money,” said Mineo. “We need to invest in 
this course and promote it if we are going 
make this course successful.” 

The grounds manager, Daniel Shay, said 
the one thing the course was in need of in 
the future is a new lawnmower and other 
groundskeeping equipment. He said much 
of the equipment is nearing the end of its 
useful life cycle. 

The fiscal 2016 budget will be voted on 
in late June.

A day of 

remembrance, 

gratitude 

T he origins of Memorial Day have never been 
determined. In 1966 President Lyndon John¬ 
son declared Waterloo, N.Y., as Memorial Day’s 
official birthplace, but more likely it sprang up in 
thousands of cities, towns and villages across the na¬ 
tion when families buried their dead brought home 
from the saddest war of all, our Civil War. 

Even before the end of that conflict. Southern 
women were decorating graves of Confederate dead, 
and in 1867 a woman named Nella Sweet wrote a 
hymn about them, “Kneel Where Our Loves Are 
Sleeping.” 

The first Memorial Day (known then as Decora¬ 
tion Day) was officially proclaimed on May 5, 1868, 
by General John Logan, national commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and officially observed 
on May 30 when flowers were placed on the graves 
of both Union and Confederate soldiers at Arlington 
National Cemetery. 

Since then, there have been many wars, but those 
who fought in them answered the nations call, gave 
the last full measure of devotion, and deserve our 
gratitude. 

There were the Indian wars during our westward 
expansion, the Spanish American War, World Wars 
I and II, the Korean War (often called the “forgotten 
war,” but a hellhole if there ever was one) and the 
nightmare of Vietnam. 

More recently we’ve had our first invasion of Iraq 
and the second. 

Someday we may achieve the distant dream of 
a world at peace, but until then our (mostly) young 
men and women will answer our call and some will 
come home in flag-draped coffins. 

The least we can do is turn out to remember them 
on a bright spring day and express our appreciation 
and gratitude. We may hate war, the killing and wan¬ 
ton destruction, but we’ve never been able to avoid it 
or end it, although that dream persists. 

Perhaps it is only with the end of history that there 
will be peace — as implied in the poem, “Dark Hills,” 
by Edwin Arlington Robinson: 

Dark hills at evening in the west Where 
sunset hovers like a sound 

Of golden horns that sang to rest Old 
bones of warriors underground — Far now 
from all the bannered ways Where flash the 
legions of the sun. You fade, as if the last of 
days 

Were fading, and all wars were done. 

But one must hope that sanity may one 
day overtake humankind, allowing us to do 
what we must to survive: nurture this little 
planet of ours instead of fighting over it. 

In the meantime though, we owe the 
peace and freedom of our little corner of 
the world to those who have gone before us, 
fought for us and given their lives.

Packaging and openers 


When Kitty and I moved into our first 
apartment, I brought with me the only de¬ 
vices I needed to open any food or bever¬ 
age package. For cans I had my 
U.S. Army thumb-operated can 
opener; and for liquids I had the 
combination beer opener and 
lid flipper. Boxes such as cereal, 
or bags such as dried fruits, we 
could just rip them open. 

Nowadays, we have an entire 
drawer full of devices to open a 
wide variety of packaging. For 
opening jars there are at least 
four different tools. Each has a variety of 
adjustable diameters as well as grabbing 
surfaces to handle any situation. There 
are three different can openers. Each ad¬ 
justs to a different depth to handle sizes 
from abroad. In addition to the ones in 
the drawer, we have an electric cap opener 
just a hand’s reach away (though it needs 
someone to sing to it, or pat it nicely, to get 
it to work) 

Then there are jar flippers. The one 
most used is the one we got for baby food 
a millennium ago. But with all the variety 
of plastic and glass used in food prepara¬ 
tion, we need several others. 

For canned and bottled beverages, the 
old standbys seem to handle the new and 
old quite well. Some bottlers manage to 
screw their caps on with force of mighty 
Goliath. For those, we have to dig deep 
into the drawer for jar openers that have 
a small diameter on them, and then grunt 
them open. 

My friend Bob and wife Kitty use the 
‘hot boiling water” philosophy on opening 
bottles and jars that are stuck tight. They 
run hot boiling water on the necks for a 
while. That appears to loosen them so that 
short of burning your thumbs, you can get 
them to give up. 

I have posted on the refrigerator the 
classic cartoon that shows the wife asking 
the husband to open a particular jar. For 


the next three boxes, you see the husband 
struggling with the jar, using all sorts of 
tools and finally giving up. The wife in ut¬ 
ter disdain, walks over, taps the 
jar three times with her finger 
and gives it an easy turn and it 
is open. She looks at Hubby and 
says, “Why were you having a 
problem? It opened right up.” 
Hubby takes two boxes of cha¬ 
grin, then says, “I softened it up 
for you!” 

Many cans now have the soft 
metal top with a ring attached. 
You grasp the ring, then tear it across and 
most times it opens. When it is balky, make 
certain that you have “Band-Aids” handy, 
as you will certainly slash yourself. 

At the very bottom of this drawer of 
tools and utensils for opening, I have the 
tools of last resort. A hammer; two pair of 
pliers; a tin snip; three differing screwdriv¬ 
ers. One can easily see where and when 
they can come to be use. 

Plastic pill containers are a certain 
bugaboo. The drug companies are caught 
between having the containers childproof, 
and having them easily used by older citi¬ 
zens. In microscopic print on the top of 
the container are a bunch of arrows and 
usually some print telling us to press down 
and at the same time turn it counter clock¬ 
wise. That corresponds to “righty tighty 
and lefty loosey.” 

I can’t tell you the number of times I at¬ 
tempted to follow directions and the con¬ 
tainer remained closed. Then Kitty would 
walk over and do the tap-tap-tap routine 
and voila! It was open. 

Maybe I just solved my problem. Get rid 
of all the tools, utensils, openers, etc., and 
just let Kitty open the packaging!

The third annual “Highway to Help” 
fundraiser on Saturday, May 16, raised 
several hundred dollars to help the PTO 
pay for a variety of activities and pro¬ 
grams at the school, from library materi¬ 
als to monthly family fun events to mini¬ 
grants for teacher supplies. Each driver 
was charged $25; passengers were charged 
$ 10 . 

Eric Lunden, the PTO’s president, said 
the event began when parents were look¬ 
ing for a new fundraising event. 

“We were trying to think outside of the 
box and come up with a different event,” 
Lunden said. “One of our board members 
whose husband rides a motorcycle sug¬ 
gested a motorcycle run, so we decided to 
give it a try.” 

Lunden said the event has “great po¬ 
tential” as a fundraiser but has been slow 
to take off. 

“Our first year, we had nearly 30 partic¬ 
ipants, but the turnout varies from year to 
year. It’s a very weather dependent event 
— if it’s raining or even threatening to 
rain, that stops many motorcyclists from 
riding,” he said. 

While the weather was overcast with a 
chance of showers, it didn’t stop Noel Pet- 
rolati from driving her 2006 Harley-Da- 
vidson Sportster Low 1200ccfrom Man¬ 
chester, Conn. 

“I’m pretty much game for any bike 
fundraiser as long as it fits into my busy 
schedule,” said Petrolati, who has been 
riding her bike in the Granger PTO fund¬ 
raiser since it began. 

A motorcyclist for nine years, she used 
to always be riding on the back of a friend’s 
bike — “1 just loved it, but 1 was always at 
the mercy of someone asking me” — until 
a few summers ago, when she bought her 
current bike. 

“It’s a small, high-powered bike,” she 
said. “It didn’t need any modifications 
for me to ride it, which is key since I’m a 
short woman.

hasn’t seen for years, a Marine. 

“It did remind me of her,” Price said. “I 
remember one time I went on one of her 
ships, toured it. It brought back some of 
those memories.” 

According to the VFW Ladies Auxiliary, 
the winners from each of the 50 states and 
the District of Columbia were judged last 
week, and winners will be announced pub¬ 
licly this month, after the artists are noti¬ 
fied. The first through eighth place winners 
among the 51 finalists will receive college 
scholarships, from $10,000 (first) to $500 
(fifth through eighth). 

Price’s portrait of Graveline was exhib¬ 
ited at the Spring Arts Festival in late April, 
along with several other portraits of veter¬ 
ans by AHS students.

be in the DPW budget if it is going to be a 
town position.” 

Rossi also suggested other departments 
within the town could contribute funds to 
the position’s salary. 

Council President Christopher Johnson 
said he had no issue with the position be¬ 
ing in the budget, saying he agreed if the 
work is within the enterprises of the town, 
those enterprises could contribute. 

Johnson said town positions like the 
treasurer-collector and the auditor salaries 
receive contributions from the enterprise 
funds. 

Cohen said if the position is funded in 
the 2016 budget, which will be voted by the 
council in June, Bonfiglio may move into 
the law office at Town Hall and be employed 
by the town in both capacities. Because the 
CPA administrator job is not full-time, she 
currently does work with the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. She would likely relinquish that 
role due to the increased procurement de-

mands, Cohen said. 

Councilors had opposed a full-time pro¬ 
curement officer when Cohen proposed it 
in 2014 because of the projected expense. 

The procurement officer proposal was 
brought up again this year by Councilor 
James Cichetti after learning the town was 
violating state law in not having a procure¬ 
ment officer. He tried to work with the 
mayor’s office to establish an ordinance 
last month before withdrawing it in favor 
of advising the mayor to establish the posi¬ 
tion within his administration. 

Cohen said never designated himself 
as the procurement officer because he did 
not have the certification. He also said he is 
the award authority for bids, so he believes 
being a procurement officer is a conflict of 
interest. 

Bonfiglio was sent for procurement 
certification by the CPA Committee so 
she could procure bids for CPA-originated 
projects.

for a world without cancer by having at least 
one team member walking around Agawam’s 
School Street Park throughout the event. 
They also held fundraisers that brought in 
more than $60,000 that will make a positive 
impact on those touched by cancer. 

Cancer survivors and caregivers were 
honored at a special reception and dinner 
held just prior to the Relay’s kickoff. A cer¬ 
emonial “Survivor’s Lap” marked the official 
start of the Relay as survivors and caregivers 
marched in opposite directions around the 
park, cheered on by other participants, and 
then met midway. 

Sarat Ford Lincoln conducted test drives 
of 2015 Lincoln models Friday evening and 
donated $20 to the Relay for every test drive. 
The goal was to raise $8,000 by conducting 
400 test drives. 

Shortly after sundown, the Relay remem¬
